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It  is  with  infinite  pleasure  that  we  dedicate  the  1947 
Princetonian  to  the  one  person  who  we  feel  is  chiefly  re- 
sponsible for  making  Princeton  High  School  what  it  is 
today — Mr.  Marvin  Pleasant  Young. 

Mr.  Young,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Pleasant 
Young,  was  born  on  August  7,  1896,  near  Lexington.  Upon 
graduation  from  Salisbury  High  School,  he  attended  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  from  which  he  graduated  in 
1923  with  an  A.  B.  Degree  in  education.  Ijater  he  attended 
summer  school  at  the  University  and  did  graduate  work 
there. 

When  the  first  World  War  came,  Mr.  Young,  in  1917,  was 
the  first  to  volunteer  from  the  town  of  Spencer,  where  he 
then  lived.  During  the  ensuing  two  years  that  he  served  in 
the  Navy,  he  made  nine  round-trips  to  France. 

Also  in  1917,  he  married  Miss  Nellie  Swicegood  of  Salis- 
bury. Of  this  union  were  born  seven  children:  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Young  Barden,  Mrs.  Sylvia  Young  Pittman,  Helen,  Marvin, 
Jr.,  "Billy,"  Jean,  and  Richard. 

Before  coming  to  Princeton,  Mr.  Young  was  princioal  of 
the  high  schools  in  East  Spencer,  Farmington,  and  Rock- 
well. He  came  to  Princeton  in  1923.  one  year  before  the 
present  building  was  constructed;  here,  with  all  his  youth- 
ful enthusiasm  and  industry,  qualities  which  he  retained 
throughout  his  life,  he  proceeded  to  endear  himself  to  the 
entire  community.  The  school  grew  under  his  leadership, 
and  he  was  largely  instrumental  in  bringing  about  the  con- 
struction of  the  high  school  annex,  with  extensive  library 
and  fully  equipped  laboratory,  to  take  care  of  increasing 
membership.  It  was  during  his  twenty-second  year  at 
Princeton  that  he  died — on  November  1,  1944. 

Mr.  Young  was  profoundly  interested  in  the  cause  of 


education,  when  in  North  Carolina  the  present  philosophy 
of  education  was  in  its  infancy.  He  was  president  of  the 
Davidson  County  Teachers  Association  before  coming  to 
Princeton,  first  president  of  the  Johnston  County  School- 
masters' Club,  and  the  first  president  of  the  Johnston  Coun- 
ty Local  Unit  of  the  North  Carolina  Education  Association. 
At  one  time  he  was  a  nominee  for  the  State  presidency  of 
the  North  Carolina  Education  Association. 

His  interest  in  and  work  with  young  people  was  carried 
farther  than  the  scliool.  He  was  a  participating  member  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  where  he  was  at  one  time  superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  school  and  a  long-time  teacher  of  an 
intermediate  class,  which  post  he  was  holding  at  his  un- 
timely death. 

His  civic  interest  was  manifested  by  his  active  member- 
ship in  the  following  organizations:  American  Legion. 
Junior  Order  of  United  American  Mechanics.  Office  of 
Price  Administration,  Farm  Bureau,  Lions  Club,  and  the 
Masonic  Lodge. 

Here  in  Princeton  Mr.  Young  gained,  if  not  the  love — 
which  some  few  aspiring  rivals  may  have  been  too  envious 
to  requite — the  peraetual  respect  of  all  who  knew  him  and 
reared,  with  the  Iielp  of  other  far-sighted  citizens,  the 
community,  so  to  speak,  like  his  devoted  family,  into  edu- 
cational, social,  and  economic  heights  it  would  perhaps 
never  have  attained  so  well  or  so  soon  otherwise.  The 
robust,  erect  figure  of  this  patient,  appreciative,  and  daunt- 
less lover  of  humanity,  intolerant  of  laziness  and  mediocre 
standards,  an  expert  disciplinarian,  survives  indelibly  today 
in  the  inspiration  and  accomplishments  of  those  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact.  Our  school  stands  today,  as  it  will 
always  stand,  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  M.  P.  Young — 
father,  teacher,  friend.

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We,  the  present  senior  class  of  1947,  look  back  npon  our  primary  and 
elementary  school  days  with  vague  recollections.  The  majority,  though 
not  all,  of  us  sixteen  who  now  constitute  the  senior  class  entered  Prince- 
ton School  for  the  first  time  in  1935  with  a  class  of  146.  We  were  aided 
through  our  first  eight  years  by  many  patient  and  understanding 
teachers.  To  each  of  these  we  wish  to  express  our  deep  appreciation 
for  all  that  they  did  for  us.  We  especially  wish  to  thank  Miss  Amanda 
Leary,  Miss  Clara  Oliver,  Miss  Owa  Bradley,  Mrs.  Inez  Johnson  Arthur, 
and  Miss  Louise  Edgerton  who  taught  us  and  are  still  in  our  school 
helping  someone  else  through  the  first  faltering  steps  toward  an  edu- 
cation. 

In  1943,  after  having  heen  joined  by  several  pui)ils  from  Brogden  Ele- 
mentary School  the  year  before,  we  entered  high  school.
